The present strained situation In 
KnKland. with the nation borderinR 
on conscription, and the chill dread 
of personal and national disaster 
striking deep into every soul, lays 
bare and illnmtnes the most striking 
features of human nature. 

That England is tottering on the 
verKo of internal disruption, no stu- 
di-ni of afl:' ilie Island Kinu- 

(loni will for au instant doubt. Tba' 
tliis crisis baa its seat in. eoocrete and 
ite radicahle dissatistectlOB among Hie 
peojile, is apparent. 

The majority of the people of Bng- 
l;<nd are tired of the war. Those who 
would be willing to fight, under the 
demands of JustiOable conditlcMiB. are 
listless and unenthusiastic, becaus" 
they see no great cause to be won, no 
great wrong to right; and. further 
rr^or". they believe, in the face of new- 

laiie history, that Great Britain, inas- 
far as she haa participated in the war. 
has sacrificed her sons to no account, 
that she has won nothing, not even 
the credit of siirressful military 
achievement: that the war is uuro- 
mantie. sordid botehery; that the in- 
sufficiency of Kiiglish leadership has 
been demonstrated; that, as for in 
stance tlie campaigns in the Dardan 
elles. gigantic tactical and rtrategie 
blunders have been perpetrated, and 
that the best England can gain, even 
at the expense of appalling desola 
tion, and a sacrifice which will make 
every home in Kn eland a home of 
mourning, is a drawn decision, car- 
rying with it neither the glory of tIc- 
tory or the einohnuent and aKsran 
dizcment of successful warfare. 

In the present state of feeling, 
therefore, it is not siranpe that men 
are slow to divorce themselves fron. 
peoeefal eonstmetive pursuits; to 
forsake home. Wife, mother, children, 
i-onifort, peace and safety for the 
chamel tr<-nches; for privations: to 
be maimed aud slaughtered for no bet- 
ter reward than to have said of them 
that they did die at England's call. 

The very futility of the sacrifice 
will most appeal to. the men of Eng- 
land who iMve hesitated to come to the 
colors. What to to be gained? Wliat 
has been gained by the saerlflees (ff 
blood and trtasure that ^ilready hav« 
been heaped upon the bloody altars 
that stretch half way across Sooth- 
em Europe"' 

What is there in the call to Justify 
the son of England to leave the af- 
fections of his wife, the clini;ing ten- 
derness of his children, the eonsol- 
ine allurements of honii>, the appeal 
of peaceful and orderly society, to go 
and mingle In the shrieking, rendinc 
strife? 

Only this: That a man be a man. 
Jnst how eorreet thto tlieory. let Oie 

psycholoeists. the lexifo-iraiihers and 
the analysts of human eniutions judge 
But it is true that thoosaads have 
answered the call, impelled by no 
sense of patriotfc fervor, urged on by 
no high ideal of devotion to country, 
hat merely becaase it to considered 
manly to fight and die. and unmanly 
t(! shirk will II to shirk means to 
shrink from mutilation and death. 

But there seems to be a stolid phll- 
oeophy developing anions the Britons 
who yet remain at home. To die with 
them, before their time, is in Itself a 
thing to he aliborred and shunned. 
They arc unable to look with calm

The erim tragedy of this situation, 
the chill repression, the stern realities 
which cause men to hesitate, or to ac- 
cfde to the call to arms, as the case 
may be, hares the hnmaa soal, sub- 
jects manhood to the acid teat and 
draws the line between eonrace aad 
cowardice. 

Bat whieh is the greater eoorage. 
which the more reprehensible coward- 
ice: The courage which enables a 
man to defy the goTemment in ease 
he believes the government committed 
to a course of immiUgated wrong and 
appalling consequences; the coward- 
ice which nerves a man to fight rath- 
er than be called a coward, though 
the cause in wliif h he lights does not 
appeal with ^tticient force to impel 
volontary and enthusiastic aetioit on 
his part? 

The spirit of mortal, in defense of 
the flesh and the right of tabernacle 
therein, often upsets the accepted the- 
ories of mankind, aud revolts against 
the chains, costom-wove, which seek 
to hold it in sway or direct its des- 
tinies unwelcome wsys. 

The carnaK*', the fruitless expendi- 
tures of the past fifteen months have 
stripped war of its ronmaee for the 
r?rilons. Instead of the panoplied, he- 
roic figure with romance written upon 
bis shield and victory beckoning in 
the form of a pillar of cloud by day 
and a pillar of fire by nii;ht, be sees a 
irriin and niockins; skoleton, drink- 
ing the tears of widows and orphans, 
with desolation for its haMtode and 
tlie curse of sorrowing hmaaaity for 
his reward. 

As for those who have gone before, 
this: 

They loved — but the story we can not 
unfold: 

They scorned — but the heart Of the 
haughty is cold; 
They grieved— but no wail from their 
slumbers will come; 
Tliey Joyed — but the toagae of their 
> gladaeos is dtamb.

That walk on the turf 'that lies over 
their brow. 
And make in their dweUiags a tran- 
sient abode.

The mansion, tmllt by the late Wil- 
liam H. Mill, long has been one o!' the 
show places of the borough on ac- 
count of its hardwood paaeHngs and \ 
other decorations. Every rooai and 
hall is treated differently, and many 
of the rarest foreign and American j 
woods have been employed. One room j 
is finished in black bircli. another in 
hazel, a third in mahogany, and so 
on. Another of Mr. Arthur's hob- 
bies" is cabinet making, and so the 
Hill residence fell in precisely with 
hia fancy, and he bought it partly as 
a ausenn for hie tiaMpieces. many of 
which are encased in tbe costliest of 
woods, matching or contrasting with 
the paneled walls and cilings

The "Family Clock." 
The "Arthur family dock." also 
made in every part by the head of th" 
house, runs a year at one winding. 
The works are in a case of dark ma- 
hogany. Tbe seven-inch spring is the 
largest in the United SUtes, and 
the tiddng arrangement, taehnleally 
known as "escapement," is of the as- 
tronomical dead-heat pattern and is 
Jeweled with diamonds. 

This family cloi k was started by 
Mr. Arthur in I9(tt5. and has been 
ceremoniously wound up once each 
year ever since then, each time by a 
different monber ot the fUnHy. The 
naase of the winder each year and the 
date are engraved by Mr. Arthur 
from year to year on a brass plate 
set in the case The clock actually 
will run thirteen months without re- 
winding, he says. .Also, he adds, 
it is contained in a ( ase within a case, 
and is so thoroughly protected from 
the weatter that it wfll hMt. nnim- 
paired, indefinitely. 

"Five hundred years from now.' 
declared Mr. .Arthur to a New York 
World re'.ioiter. this clock will run 
just as well as It does now." 

The outer case is of plain dark ma- 
hogany with dark oak panels. 
A Olaaa Plats Clock. 
One of the eurioaities of the eeOee- 
tion ia a "glass plate clock." so called 
because all the wheels — there are only 
three In the whole mechanism— are 
pivoted in a single heavy plate of 
glass. There Is no framework. The 
instrument was made in F>ance and 
Is of unknown age. There are only 
two othwa like it one in London and 
one at the CoMervatoIre dee Arts et 
Metiers in Paris. The large wheel has 
300 teeth. The day of the week and 
also of the month are shown on the 
dial, which is enameled on copper. 

Another clock has a brass skeleton 
frame in exact imitation of the Gothic 
monument to Sir Walter Scott in Ed 
inhuri^ The movensent is of the 
ehatn-and-ftaaee type, the whed fOr 
the chain being cone shaped. The 
clock was built in Edinburgh many 
years ago for a priest, wlw hrOMght It 
to the United States. 

Unique Repeater. 
Also in the collection ia a flve-min- 
nte repeater dock, deaigned and amde 
by Mr. Arthur— machinery, oak caae 
and all. A big bell rings the hours, 
and if a certain chain is pulled the bell 
will ring the last preceding hour, and 
a smaller bell clinks once for each 
five minute period since the last hour. 
Thus, if it is 10:56 a. m., the big bell 
gongs ten times and then the little

Jii .Mr. Arthur's bedroom is a gel-up 
clock of his own invention. The face 
is two feet in diameter and tli<- hands, 
covered by an aluminum paint, show 
plainly across the room if there is 
any moonlight- The wheels and dial 
are of New Jersey dogwood. The 
pendulum, which ta vrtr five feet tong 
and has a 27-poand bob. beaU oaee 
every one and one-fOurth 'seco n d a 
stately measure.

Fabian Itoblns in London, in 1695, the | 
other by the noted Ian Gobels in i 
Amsterdam in ITf.T. There are only 
ten of Gobels' clocks now in existence, 
so fhr aa known.

One oi tiie docks downstairs has a 
Gothic dome of dark mahogany, made 
by Mr. Arthur, and the taatmment la 
sarmounted by a aoUd braaa bdl. made 
long ago in France or Oermaay. ia 
copy of a famous cathedral bell in 
Moscow. 

Hour First. Then Quarters. 
Ill a mummy < iiffin case of dark oak. 
of his own construction, 7^ feet high. 
Mr. Arthur has pet the works ot aa 
old French clock, mode in the Deport- 
ment of Jura.

Each number on the 
dial ih on a separate plaque enameled 
on 1 ojiper There is a French biihl 
eiKlit-day dock in an old case linely 
inlaid with ivory and tortoise shell. 
One of the large timepieces has an 
aluminum dial and a heavy brass 
pendulum Jeweled with agates 
Distinctive Hour Hand. 
Searely '.viihout exception the 
'•Hil ls on iliH clocks in the Arthur col- 
lection consist of a spade (for the 
hours t and a pointer, in contrast to 
the common American plan of two 
poiaters. The nee of the spade pettam. 
.Mr. Arthur says, greatly fadlitatea 
telling the time at a glance. 

A hue examiile of a Howard eight- 
day doc 1; of Boston is contained in a 
case of unknown, unsurpassed Ameri- 
can workmanship, so perfectly Jointed, 
in dark amhogaay. thet no one ordi- 
iiary man, unaided. coaM have dime it.
